This 
is & Weleomo new American 
approach, ahd a significant 
departure from the hitherto 
moro popular attitude of 
outright condemnation — of 
neutraliam, 


The neutralists, however, will 
take issue with Mr Nixon 
when he suggests they are 
guilty of refusing to make 
moral distinctions between 
the Communist world and 
the free world, The same 
necusation might be levelled 
aguinat those nations who 
have extended — recoynition 
to the Peking government, 
and it would be equally 
ebsurd. 

The -diatinetions are self- 
evident; they do not require 
emphasising. Jt ia anfalr 
to suggest the neutrals do 
not recognise them slmply 
because they do not prate 
about them. As neutraliats 
they can hardly be expected 
to alt in public Judgment on 
the moral distinctions be- 
tween Communism — and 
Democracy.

He made the suggestion os the 
House examined the Depert- 
mental Appropriations of the 
Secrotary of State, Mr Roch 
Pinard. He urged the Govern-~ 
mem to consider recommending 
the idea to the Queen, 

Mr Nesbitt sald the Queen 
might consider coming to 
Canada “at least for the opening 
of each new Parliament” and 
then taking up residence for 
three, four or five months, The 
normal life of a Parliament Is 
four 73.

This development also would 
allay to some extent fears that 
the rest of the world would not 
benefit fully from that growth 
“because our imports, to many

“It ls therefore relevant to 
note,” the article continued, 
“that since 1048—the beginning 
of the Marshall Plan—the value 
of US imports has increascd 60 
per cent, compared with a 50 
per cent-rise in the gross ra- 
tionnl product.”

‘Artificial 


Islands’ 


Being Built In 


South China Sea. : 


London, July 4. 


An artificial “island,” made of steel, from 
which oil wells can be drilled into the sea bed, has 
just been set in position in the South China Sea. 


The “island,” 25 miles from 
the coast of Brunei, British 
Borneo, is expected to be com- 
feng and drilling operations 
begun, in abvut a month's time. 
The location, known as Ampa 
Patches, is a coral reef lying 
30 feet below the surface of the 
sea oand sonppenars on) marine 
charts of a hazard to shipping. 

A second, similar, “island” is 
shortly to be set up cight miles 
from the const of Sarawak and 
60 miles southwest of Ampa 
Patches. The water here Is some 
75 feet deep, Thin location docs 
not appear on any charts and 
has been givon the name of 
Siwa after its nearest yeogra- 
phical feature, a small river of 
that name. 


Much Larger 


The total cost of these two 
projects, which are being carried 
out by Shell, is expected to be 
about £625,000. 

Both of the new marine out- 
‘stations will be virtually selt- 
contained communities. They 
will have their own radio 
stations, powerhouscs, materials 
sheds, and helicopter landing 
platforms, Drilling crews will 
travel to and from the shore by 
helicopter and will ve in com- 
fortable, air-conditioned = quar- 
ters, voparated from the drilling 
platforms by 90-foot gangways 
ever the sea, 

The new “Islands are much 
larger than the three — already 
operating a mlie off the coast of 
Brunei. ‘Fhey have been de- 
signed to store enough = § drill- 
pipe, casing, cement, mud and 
other materials to allow a 
complete well to be drilled 
without supplies of heavy 
material having to be brought 
from the mainland. 


Four Wells 


Four wells will be drilled 
from each platform: one vertical 
and three ot an ample. The 
drilling rigs will be capable of 
reaching a depth of 10,000 feet.

GERMANY 


Hanover, July 4. 

West Germany is to 
deepen Wilthelmshaven 
harbour and grant credits 
and tax concessions to an 
international oil consor- 
tium, if it starts its 
planned pipeline to the 
Ruhr at: - Wilhelmshaven 
instead of Rotterdam, it 
was announced here.
